New French Decree.—W the American peo- 
ple are not entirely lost ts ali sense of feeling, 
their indignation will be roused at reading the 
following extract from Napoicon’s late decree. 
This decree was issued so long ago as the 23. 
of March last, and has been acted on ever since, 
though it was not published, as far as we car 
learn, until the beginning of May. How it 
found its way to this country, we are not inform- 
ed, but we suspect some foul play in the busi- 
ness. 
ceived a copy of the decree by the John Adams ; 
but did not think ft to publish it at that time, 
for fear the indignation of the people against 
France would be such that it could not he re- 
strained. If our government received a cop 
of this outrageous order, Duane had a copy like- 
wise. Indeed, from many observations :n the 
Aurora, we think there is very little doubt 
that Duane received the substance of the de- 
cree, if not a full copy, by the John Adams. 
But perhaps witb his imperial master’s instruc- 
tions not to publish it, for fear it might prevent 
the sailing of American property to ports under 
his controul. 

To state the injustice and inhumanity of the 
decree is useless. Nothing better is to be ex- 
pected from the government of Napoleon.—Ail 
that astonishes us is, that our government can 
bear such outrages witli such stoic indifference. 
Had Great Britam done one half what has been 
done by France, the country would be under 
arms—war would be inevitable—and more, it 
would be just and proper.

FRENCH RAMBOUILLET DECREE, 


The following isa copy of the French De- 
cree, noticed in our London extracts in Satur- 
day’s Gazette. 

The last number of the Bulletin des Lois con- 
tains an imperial Decree, dated at Rambouillet, 
the 23d of March, 1810, which—(taking into 
consideration that the government of the United 
States has by an act of the Ist March, 1809,) 
ordered 1. That from the 20th of May next en- 
suing, vessels arriving in the United States, un- 
der the French flag, shall be seized and confis- 
cated together with their cargoes. 2. That from 
the sarne period no merchandize, nor production 
of the soil, or manufactures of France or her 
colonies, can be imporied into the ports of the 
United States, from any foreign port whatsoev- 
er, under pain of seizure, confiscation and pen- 
alty of three times the value of the goods. 3. 
That it shall not be lawful for American ves- 
sels to proveed for any port in France, her colo- 
nies or dependencies )—Decrees as follows :— 

* All vessels sailing under the American flag, 
anct owned in whole or part, by any citizen or 
subject of that power, that, reckoning from the 
20th of May, 1809, may have already entered, 
or that shall subsequently enter the ports of 
France, her colonies, or the territories occupied 
by the French armies, shall be seized and sold,

Find- 
ing nothing to answer their purpose better, they 
have laid hold of the Order relative to fishing 
vessels. Bat here their goodtriend and brother 
at Washington, has spoiled their sport. The 
last Nationsl Intelligencer contains the follow- 
ing, Which shows the ideas of our government 
on the subject. 

“ The northern papers bring no confirmation 
of the report under the boston head in our last, 
that an orcer in ccanci! had issued for blocka- 
ding the perts of all nations excluding the Brit- 
ish flax from their waters. The report appears 
to be pre:nature, and probably origi..ted from 
the order in council in this days paper for cvap- 
tusina she Sehing ——-Vtts Of cunh natinne a CX.

* Some of the northern editors appear to re- 
gard this order as authorising the capture of 
American fishing vessels. We put a different 
construction onit. liowever greit an outrage 
it may be on Justice ad on neutral rights gea- 
erally, it does not xow apply to the U.S. British 
vessels are now certainly admitted “ freely to 
trace’ at the ports of the United States. 

“Gu the occurrence of « certain event, in- 
deed, which there is but too little reason to ex- 
pect, the order would apply to the U. States, 
and may have been prospectively issued with 
that view. €n the revocation of either beliiger- 
ent of its decrees or orders, the law respecting 
commercial uitercourse, passed at the late ses- 
sion of Congress, authorises the President, three 
months aftervards, by proclamaticn te interdict 
commercial interccurse with the nation which 
shall not have revoked its anti-neutral orders or 
decrees. if then France should reveke her de- 
crees, and Great Britain should refuse to follow 
her example, we should be in 2 state of non-in- 
tercourse with her, and the order in council! 
would operate c.. the vessels of the U. States. 

** Such a state of things could scarcely fail of 

producing immediate collision; but, of such a 
state of things we see no prospect. 
“Whatever construction be put on it, this 
new order affords serious matter for reflection 
as alink ef the great chain of lawless domination 
which Britain exhibiis a disposition to extend 
over every sea.”

« Arrived brig Rockifigham, M’Clean, 74 days 
from Liverpool, dry gouds and glass —Capt. 
M’Lean reports the following important news.— 
May 7, lat. 48, long. 15, was spoken by the Brit- 
ish frigate Ethalion, Captain Cochran, with a 
number of transports, having on board 8 or 10 
thousand French prisoners, among whem was 
King Joseph, who was surrounded and taken at 
St. Marvs—Captain M’Clean says he was order- 
edon board the frigate and saw rut KING, 
who he knew, having seen him before.

CHarRveston, July 3. 

Battle in Portugal—Captain Brooks, of the 
schooner Sally, arrived at this port on Saturday 
from Madeira, informs us that the day before 
he sailed, a British gun-brig arrived at that 
place in 6 days from Tasbon, with the intelli- 
gence that a great battle had been fought on the 
confines of Portugal, between ‘the combined 
Brit'sh and Portuguese army and the French ; 
that the fighting continued three days, and that 
the French were completely defeated with great 
loss. It was also stated that the French troops 
taken prisoners were many of them so complete- 
ly worn out with fatigue and hunger, as to be 
unable to proceed on their march. Jt was like- 
wise asserted thatthe French had been compel- 
led to evacuate Madrid for watit of provisions, 
and that the patriots had taken possession of 
that city. A reinforcement of 9000 men that 
had arrived at Lisbon from England, remained 
on board the transports, the Portucuese assuring 
the commander, that the British troops then in 
the country, together with the Portuguese 
troops, were fully competent to detend the king 
dom. The Portuguese are represented to be in 
high spirits, and to entertain the most sanguine 
hopes of preserving their country frem French 
tyranny 

Great rejoicing had teken piace at Maccira in 
consequence of this victory over the I’rench.

Yesterday arrived brig Saunders, Quail, from 
Cadiz which he left the 20th May, and informs 
thai the French are erecting buiteries and ad- 
vanciny their works at Matagorda ; but had not 
opened them when he sailed, neither had there 
been anv rencounter or sallie on their side for 
some time previous to his sailing.—On the 17th 
and 25th of May two of the prison ships ran a 
shove in gales of wind by which 6 or 700 French 
prisuners were released, the boats of the British 
mci of war attempted to beard them, while 
drifiing and (ake out the prisoners, but the 
Frevchmen having got arms in their hands kept 
them offand killed 17 of the English ; from 
Whic! is supposed that the one on the 25th, hav- 
ing 4 or 500 prisoners taking the advantage of 
the gale, had rose on their guards, seized their 
+, cut the cables and let her drift on shore 
—the Frenchmen defended her till they were all 
landed, when the British sat her on fire. 

Capt. Quail informs that on the 20th of May 
the Spanish mountaineers armed only with 
knives, daggers and cutlasses poured down on 
the town of Chirus, about 16 miles from the 
Asle of Leon, garvisoned by abody of the French, 
whom they rowed and cut to pieces, hardly 
leaving x man to tell their misfortunes. 

Capt. Q. heard nothing of the battle in Portu- 
gal or the evacuation of Madrid as reported 
yesterday via Charles:on.

Important.—An article, under the Portsmouth 
head of May 19, states, ‘‘ That a cartel has just 
arrived in. three days froin Morlaix, advising, 
that Bonaparte was so enraged at the Ameri- 
cans that he had ordered them all cut of the 
couniry, on pain of confiscation and imprison- 
ment.”

-davs from Lisbon. The combined army was 
completely victorious, owing, as was said, to the 
French having been exhausted for want of pro-
